nous and Deftruétive, not only tothe par- 
ticular Tvadetmen, whole Employment lay 
in fome Manufactures that were more than 
ordinarily affeéted by : ; but to Trade in 


General, to the Grofs of the Confumption, 
and to the General Expence. 

From hence ’cis plain, thatin Scotland, in 
Spain, Portugal, and other Foreign Parts, 
where their Habits are Nacional, known, 
conftant, and without or with byt f{imall 
Variation ; they never arrive to any confi- 
derable Magnitude in Trade; the reafon is 
plain, every one knows what,to wear, Af- 
certains his Expence, and wears Gacments to . 
their due Extents ; the Cloths thrown by 
in England, not for their being worn out, 
but meerly for their being out of Fafbion, is 
incredible, and perhaps are Equivalent to 
the general Cloathing Expence of fome 
Nations. 

And this is a very Good Proof of the 
Juftice of the Complaint of our Mercers, 
Lacemen, and other Shop-Keepers, ies

The Excefs of that Unhappy Humour, 
for 1 can cafl it no other, wasgrown up 
to fucha degree, that it was ina falr way 
to blow us all up in Trade, and for fome 
Years together, we had fuch frequent and 
continued Publick Mournings,” that Black 
feem’d the Univerfal Mode, and all.the 
Trades- which depended upon Fancy, Fa- 


‘fhion, and Gayety of Habit , began to be 


Threatned with a kind of Banifhment, or 

being Voted ufele(s inthe Nation. _ 
Some have had the Vanity to fay, it was 

a Modeft Decent Garb, would prevent a 


-great deal of Pride and Vanity, and the 


Luxuriant Exceffes of the Age would re- 
ceive a great Blow by it; and the Wife 
Arguments of a certain Gentleman,’ while 
the Committee of Parliament Examin‘d 
this Cafe, were very fignificant that way; 
% confefs,. if our Pride and National Er- 
rors, lay wholly or chiefly in the Fafhions 
of our Habits,fomething might be faid, 
but as we fee the fame Pride, Vanity, and 
Folly, in the Black Garb of a feeming Mour- 
ning, and the Evil not .a jot Cur’d, it 
would be 4 Novelty of Nonfence, to keep 
the Vice, and lofe the Trade too; I can- 
not but therefore. Afquiefce with the Cafe 
of the Tradefmen, own the Grievance to 
Trade is intollerable, and merits the Con- 
fideration of the Government ; and tho’ 
fome of the followingReafons are included in 
“the Petitioners Cafe, deliver’d tothe Houle 
of Commons, yet I cannot think it impro- 
per to Repeat them ; to preferve the real 
peads of the Grievance, as the true Grounds 
of itsbeing Redrefs'd. 

I do not faythefe Heads contain all the 
‘Reafons, why a Regulation: of Publick 
Mournings fhould be made ; but as thefe 
are the moft Effential Arguments, I be- 
lieve they carry their bwn weight in them ; 
and after they are confider’d, 1 fhall -pro- 
ceed td Examine, what ‘may be the moft 
proper Remedies of this Mifchief, 

1. Thefe Mournings have of late been 
more frequent, andof longer Continuance 
than ever was known or pra¢tiy’d 5 and the 


Humour. daily encreafing, and the Prof- 
pe&t of its Continuancc too great, the Grie= — 
vance, which, when feldom bappening, was 
but finall, is become difatterous to Fami- 
lies, deftru@ive to Trade, Ruinons and In- 
tolerable to the Poor. q 
2. Thefe Mournings are particularly de- 
ftru€tive to fome Trades more than others, 
and. no equivalent Advantage to any; 
whereby they become the more a Grie- 
vance. *A General Blow to Trade is felt by — 
all the Parts, and every one bears their - 
Share with the more Eafe ; but this entire- 
ly diftreffes fome particular Manufaétures, — 
and isnot at the fame time advantageous 
to others, being in it felf a Leflening the — 
General Expence, which is the Life of — 
Trade. : q 
3- The Woollen Manufaétures worn in 
thefe Mournings are fo fmall, compar’d 
to-the Detriment itis to other Branches of — 
Trade, Thatit is not worth Naming ; On — 
the other band, The Leflening the Con- 
fumption of Silk, Silver, Thread, Hair, 
and other ars Goods, for which our — 
Woollen Manufaétures are exported, makes 
it plain, that thefe Mournings are in 
their Confequences fatal to the Woollen 
Manufactures in General. ; 
4- The refpeétive Trades depending up- — 
on the Common Cuftoms of Dreffing and — 
Fafhions in Apparel, are exceedingly di- — 
ftreft, and in part ruin’d, Multitudes of — 
Flourifhing Families reduc’d, and a Gene= — 
ral Obftruétion or Embargo laid upon — 
their Employments. 
__ 5..’Tis a moft irreparable Damage tothe — 
Tredefmen and Shopkeepers, on whefe — 
Stocks the poorer fort of People are em- — 
Ploy’d ; who being oblig’d to provide large — 
Quantities of Goods againft the ufual Sea- — 
fon of Trade, by thofe unforefeen Acci- — 
dents of Mourning, have all thofe Goods — 
left on their Hands ; the Channel of — 
Tradeturn’d from them, andthe Demand — 
being quite ef another Nature, their Stocks — 
lye dead ’till their Goods become unfafhio« — 
nable, by which they are unavoidably — 
ruin’d, the Trade it felf render’d hazar- — 
dous and precarious, and Men of moh ; 
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..6. The Condition of the Poor. who had 
their Employments and Subfiftences under 
thefe Trades,is moft fad and deplorable, and 
particularly deferves the Compaffion of the 
Nation, theic Trade being loft, to which 


Thoufands of them having been bred up, 


know not whatelfe to turn their Hands to ; 
the particular Advantage tothe Nation by 
fone of thofeEmployments,in fetting to work 
Children very young, Women, and impo- 
tent Perfons, which cannot be done in other 
Works, expofes them to terrible Diftreffes 
and inevitable Poverty. 

7. The Variety of thefe Trades, and the 
vaft and incredible Number of Poor, who 
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difcourap’d trom:aavencuring to employ the 


feel the miferable Effeéts of this Diftre(s,ace 
very Confiderable; (uch as all forts of Silke 
Weavers, yee, Silk-Throwers, 
Dyers and Spinners of Silk and Silver ; to- 
gether with the Merchants trading: to Jral; 
and Turkey, and the Woollen Manufaéturery 
uader them; the Fringe and Lace:Makers, 
Gmbroiderers, Thread-Men, Bone-Late- 
Makers, Miercers, Lace-Men, Milliners, 
Hofiers, &c. and by modeft Computation 
above an Hundred Thoufand Families of 
Phor employ’d by them, are the miferable 
Objes to move againft this unhappy en- 
creafing Cuftom, and the Starving Objeéts 
of Charity waiting for Redrefs of foruine 
ous a Difafterin Trade.. -
